The council must wake up 
to incinerator dangers 7 


HE Docks Incinerator Action 
Group (DIAG) would like to 
express its gratitude to the Leader 
of the Vale Council for coming out 
against the incinerator on Barry Docks. 

Biomass, the developers of the incinerator, have 
replied to the 70 questions that Natural Resources 
Wales (NRW) asked them. Their replies are buried 
within a massive 1,000-plus page document. 

DIAG are currently picking through this opaque 
and convoluted tome, examining the validity of 
Biomass’s responses. We believe that many are 
inadequate. 

So far, DIAG’s main concerns are the risks to 
both the health of local people and to the finances 
of the Vale Council. 

There is still no plan to respond to an accidental 
fire at the site. Such incidents are common, and can 
force nearby residents to evacuate their homes. But 
no plan is in place for how to achieve this in 


Barry’s crowded side streets. There is no plan to re¬ 
house people in an emergency, no help for the 
infirm or elderly, no arrangements for continued 
schooling for affected children. There is no plan for 
cleaning up the pollution left in the aftermath of a 
fire. Pollution that seeps into the dock will have to 
be cleared, but this would be difficult and very 
expensive. 

The Vale Council must wake up to the dangers of 
the incinerator regarding health and financial 
implications. 

They must act now, or they will miss the 
opportunity to make representations to Natural 
Resources Wales, to ensure that all health and 
safety regulations are strictly enforced. 

The council has previously claimed it has no part 
to play in the process with NRW. We believe they 
are badly wrong about this, and that they must act 
on their obligations to protect the people of Barry.

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As Barratt hosts exhibition... 

DINAS POWYS GROUP 
SOUNDS A WARNING 
‘BY-PASS IS VITAL’ 


‘WITHOUT a by-pass, there’s no way an 
estate of 230 houses being planned at the 
former St Cyres site can go ahead’ - that 
was the message delivered to house 
builder Barratt Developments by a Dinas 
Powys campaigning group last week. 

Today, Thursday, August 10, Barratt is holding a 
public exhibition from 2pm until 8pm at Dinas 
Powys Parish Hall to showcase their plans for the 
site, writes TIM CHAPMAN. 

Dinas Powys By-pass Steering Group say the 
company has informed them that it will be applying 
for detailed planning shortly, with the expectation of 
using Murch Road and Murch Crescent as their only 
access during construction - and it would be the one 
used by future new home owners. 

Andy Robertson, of the Dinas Powys By-Pass 
Steering Group, told The GEM: “They didn’t seem 
to be aware of the strength of feeling in the area 
about these plans. 

“We told them that local Vale councillors are 
against the St Cyres’ application relying on the 
Murch Crescent access. 

“Their proposals also go against the Local 
Development Plan (LDP). It states that all new 
developments that have a direct impact on the 
strategic transportation infrastructure will be 
required to deliver appropriate improvements to the 
network.” 

Barratt would like to build 50 houses a year on the 
site, starting at the end of summer next year. 

Mr Robertson said: “That would make life 
unbearable for the residents of Murch Crescent and 
Murch Road for nearly five years. Not only for 
residents, but visitors to the health centre and young 
children at the infant school on Cardiff Road. 

“Then there’s the question of the construction 
traffic; in particular, blocking Murch Crescent for 
ambulances and other emergency vehicles.” 

He added that it wouldn’t just be the 
inconvenience to everyone, but a matter of road 
safety, noise and pollution. 

The former St Cyres school land was put out to 
tender by the previous Labour-controlled Vale 
Council. Barratt won the tender, but completion of 
the sale is subject to full planning permission being 
granted. The development has been reduced by 70 
houses because rare dormice were discovered 
inhabiting an area of the land. 

Mr Robertson said: “We tried to convince the 
developer to delay their plans until a by-pass is built, 
but, of course, we were unable to give them firm 
dates for the project.” 


DIAG meeting 
at King Square

AS campaigners 
count down the 
days to the end of a 
consultation 
period, the Docks 
Incinerator Action 
Group (DIAG) has 
announced it is 
going to hold a 
public meeting in 
King Square, 
Barry. 

The meeting will take 
place on Saturday, 
August 19, at 12 noon. 

Earlier this year, 
hundreds of people 
attended a meeting at the 
same location in 
opposition to the 
Biomass UK No2 plant 
being granted a licence. 

Lollowing speeches, 
they marched down 
Holton Road, with 
banners declaring their 
opposition to the plant, 
which remains under 
construction at the 
docks. 

The new consultation 
period comes to an end 
on Monday, August 28. 
It was granted by 
Natural Resources 


Wales (NRW) after the 
body requested further 
details from Biomass 
UK No2 Ltd on how the 
plant would operate. 

DIAG chairman 
Alexis Liosatos told The 
GEM: “DIAG is holding 
an important event for 
Barry town, a public 
protest on King Square, 
on Saturday August 19, 
from 12pm until 3pm. 

“It will be a family 
event - there will be 
music, as well as 
speeches and stalls. 

“We are protesting 
the incinerator, the 
pollution and the health 
risks that it will bring to 
the people of Barry. 

“Please attend, 
bringing family and 
friends if possible, to 
show that the people of 
Barry are united against 
the incinerator coming 
to our town.” 

Biomass UK No2 Ltd 
says the project does not 
pose any problems to 
health and says it would 
be supervised within the 
terms of the licence. 


Last week, the Vale Council’s cabinet examined 
the ‘Stage 1’ report of consultants Arcadis on 
improving the transport corridor through Dinas 
Powys. 

A list of options was reduced to just two, a by¬ 
pass and a ‘multi-modal proposal’ engaging with 
public transport, walking and cycling. These will 
now be investigated in detail to arrive at a preferred 
solution by spring of next year. 

Mr Robertson added: “Consultants for the Vale 
Council revealed over-capacity on Murch Road in 
2013. By 2026, they estimated traffic would back up 
on week days from the Cardiff Road traffic lights to 
the health centre. And now developers want to add 
up to another 1,000 vehicle trips daily!” 

Zoe Aubrey, planning manager for Barratt 
Homes South Wales, told The GEM that a pre¬ 
application consultation begins tomorrow, Friday, 
August 11: “As a five-star housebuilder, we are 
committed to working closely with the communities 
where we are looking to build, and we always 
welcome and consider the views of local residents. 

“The public exhibitions give all stakeholders the 
opportunity to see our plans in detail and give us 
their feedback ahead of any planning application. 

“At this stage, we have undertaken the necessary 
traffic assessments on the Dinas Powys 
infrastructure and will undertake any reasonable 
mitigation works to the network, that may be 
required as part of the planning consent. 

“The traffic assessment report will be available 
for public viewing on 

www.barrattsouthwalescommunity.com as part of 
our consultation process.” 

She added: “The formal pre-application 
consultation will begin, via the above website, on 
Friday, August 11, for 28 days. 

“As with all development plans, we will continue 
to work closely with the local residents and the 
planning authority. ” 


Barry coach 
company has 
its licence 
revoked 


THE Traffic 
Commissioner for 
Wales, Nick Jones, 
has revoked the 
transport licence of 
Barry-based Harton 
Coaches Ltd, after 
concluding that 
public safety and the 
safety of 

schoolchildren “must 
take precedence”. 

The industry regulator 
found that maintenance 
standards at the firm 
were “unacceptable”, 
while the bus service it 
operated from Barry 
Waterfront to 
Culverhouse Cross 
didn’t run to the 
timetable. 

Mr Jones added: “The 
business must close in 
the interests of road 
safety and public 
protection.” 

The regulator found 
that the company could 
no longer satisfy the 
mandatory requirement 
of professional 


competence and revoked 
its operator’s licence 
under sections of the 
Public Passenger 
Vehicles Act 1981. 

A Vale Council 
spokesperson said it had 
ensured an immediate 
provision for local 
schoolchildren: 

“On learning Harton 
Coaches’ licence to 
operate bus services had 
been revoked by the 
Traffic Commissioner, 
the Vale Council took 
immediate action, 
terminating contract 
agreements with the 
company, and making 
alternative arrangements 
for the four school 
services they operated 
within the county.” 

• The GEM attempted 
to contact Harton 
Coaches Ltd for a 
response, but a phone 
message said that no one 
was available to receive 
a call. 


‘Rainbow coffee’

Resident dumps 
black rubbish 
bags, but on 
another street 


‘Shop Local’ 
campaign to 
launch at High 
Street Fayre 


RESIDENTS in 
Pyke Street, Barry, 
have been left 
“fuming” because 
someone from 
Court Road nips 
through a back lane 
to dump rubbish on 
their street and the 
bin bags are then 
ravaged by seagulls, 
a GEM reporter 
writes. 

Court Road and Pyke 
Street have rubbish 
picked up on alternate 
Lridays. 

A Pyke Road resident 
told the GEM: “Someone 
who lives in Court Road 
is bringing their rubbish 
through the lane that 
backs onto the houses of 
Pyke Street, and then 
dumps their bags outside 
the gates to the lane. 

“The person is doing 
this because the black 
bags are collected every 
other week, and their 
black bag collection was 
the previous week. 

“The bags were 
dumped last Tuesday 
evening (August 1) and 
our rubbish collection 
was not due until 
Thursday. 

“I called the council 
who said they would log 
it as a ‘commodities 
complaint’ and an 


enforcement officer will 
be informed.” 

The resident praised 
the council for its quick 
response. 

“In fairness to the 
council, their workers 
were out quickly and the 
rubbish was picked up on 
the Wednesday at around 
3pm. 

“However, by that 
time the seagulls had 
destroyed the bags, there 
was food and rubbish 
strewn all over the 
pavement. It causes 
residents and the council 
a lot of inconvenience.” 

One Pyke Street 
resident has seen a 
person coming down the 
lane with a wheelie bin 
and emptying the bags 
onto Pyke Street. 

The bags are regularly 
dumped by the gates. 

Coun Geoff Cox, Vale 
of Glamorgan cabinet 
member for 

neighbourhood services 
and transport, said: “The 
council’s environmental 
enforcement officers are 
continuing to investigate 
and remind residents that 
it is an offence to discard 
litter and refuse. 

“If found guilty of a 
littering offence, an 
offender may receive a 
£75 fixed penalty notice, 
or be fined up to £2,500 
in a Magistrates Court.”

THE Rotary Club of Barry 
continues to support its local 
community with the emergency 
information scheme known as 
‘Message in a Bottle’ and on 
Tuesday, August 1, visited the 
Barry Blind and Partially Sighted 
Club in the Pioneer Hall on Beryl 
Road to distribute bottles to the 
members. 

Rotarian Peter Battle explained to the 
members how the Message in a Bottle 
scheme works. Each bottle contains a form 


that should be completed with details of the 
person’s name, date of birth, medication, 
medical conditions and who to contact in an 
emergency. 

These details are stored in the bottle, 
which is to be kept inside the fridge door. 
Two matching labels, known to the 
emergency services and other care 
agencies, are displayed inside your home - 
one inside the front door and one on the 
outside of the fridge door. 

If there is more than one person in the 
household who may benefit from this 
scheme, each should use a separate bottle 
and clearly label them. 


The scheme has proved invaluable and if 
someone is ill or unconscious, information 
is readily available to assist the emergency 
services to give the best possible assistance 
without delay.

ON a dry but very 
breezy evening, 
following a day of 
showers, a group of 
eight walkers 
joined Joy from 
Penarth and 
District Ramblers 
with her dogs 
Bracken and 
Bronte at Rhoose 
Railway Station, for 
an evening ramble. 

Heading westwards 
into a strong breeze, a 
circumnavigation of a 
huge field led them 
southwards to join part 
of the Wales Coast Path 
overlooking the Bristol 
Channel, where the sea 
was very rough. 

Crossing a footbridge 
and heading up steps to 
follow the cliff path to 
the flooded quarries at 
Rhoose Point on land 
reclaimed from its 
former industrial use and 
sculpted by Blue Circle 
Cement, they paused at 
the huge lump of slate 
imported from the 
northernmost tip of 
mainland Wales, which 
marks the southernmost 
tip of mainland Wales. 

Continuing along the 
narrow cliff path 


sheltered from the 
prevailing wind by trees, 
and descending steps to 
a small meadow, they 
saw the only reminder of 
fields that once formed 
Happy Valley. 

Turning inland to 
cross Bryn y Gloyn, a 
pathway which 
circumnavigates an old 
quarry, where a housing 
development now 
stands, led them uphill 
on a zig-zag path to 
Trem Echni. 

Heading through 
houses and up new steps 
to cross the main railway 
line, a pathway between 
high hedges led them 
northwards to emerge 
beside a new housing 
development at Golwg y 
Mor and out onto 
Porthkerry Road. 

Turning west, some 
pavement walking led 
the group along 
Porthkerry Road to 
Rhoose Road and 
passing the old village 
pump, they headed south 
again back to their start 
point after a delightful 
three mile walk.

‘Incinerator 
process is

NRW are still 
wrongly describing 
the incinerator 
process as 

“gasification.. .heatin 
g waste wood at a 
high temperature 
without burning to 
generate a synthetic 
gas (similar to 
natural gas), which is 
then burnt to generate 
steam and 
electricity”. 

The process doesn’t 
generate any gas, but 
bums it all off. 
Intermediate gases are 
quite different from 
natural gas (largely 
methane), being 
hydrogen and carbon 
monoxide. At the very 
high temperatures (900 
Celsius), these could be 
more explosive than 
methane. 

The NRW 

alternatively call it an 
“energy plant”, as in The 
GEM’s article of July 
27. Yet it would waste 
most of the energy 
output via a huge bank 
of air condensers. 

How can Barry people 
trust NRW when they 
continue to give 
controversial 
descriptions of this 
incinerator for burning 
contaminated waste 
wood?

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Is it time to bring 
the German-style 
‘synchronised’ traffic 
lights to the Vale?

A WENVOE res- 
ident has pointed 
out that there are 
now SEVEN sets of 
traffic lights from 
the village to B&Q 
just off Culverhouse 
Cross roundabout - 
and none of them 
appears synchro¬ 
nised to help traffic 
move smoothly. 

Like many local 
residents, Alun Davies 
regularly travels along 
Port Road in his car, but 
he said villagers were 
starting to question the 
thinking behind the new 
road layout on the way to 
Culverhouse Cross. 

Mr Davies explained: 
“People in Wenvoe 
wonder which bright 
spark in the Vale 
highways department 
designed the new traffic 
improvements in the Port 
Road-Culverhouse Cross 
area. 

“For example, to 
travel the half mile from 
Wenvoe to B&Q in 
Cowbridge Road West, 
we have to pass through 



seven sets of traffic lights 
- that amounts to one set 
of traffic lights every 
hundred yards - and 
none of them are 
synchronised! 

“When I lived in 
Berlin, you could drive 
into the city at a certain 
given speed and all the 
lights would be on green 
as a computer 
synchronised them to 
encourage free flow of 
traffic. 

“I’m not sure what the 
bus drivers think about 
these improvements but 
they don’t do much for 
the residents.” 


Mr Davies said that it 
had come to the stage 
when he now had to 
think about the best time 
to leave the village due to 
traffic congestion - 
although he admits that 
any time of the day might 
be busy. 

He pointed out that 
yellow boxes on the 
roundabout at 

Culverhouse Cross might 
keep traffic moving more 
efficiently because 
currently when the lights 
go green the way ahead is 
often blocked by solid 
traffic. 


‘Give us a break from this 
robotic, over-zealous traffic 

Warden’ pleads Barry businessman 


A BARRY business¬ 
man has compl¬ 
ained that an ‘over- 
zealous’ traffic 
warden is making 
life a nightmare for 
shop owners and 
customers in the 
town centre. 

Ferda Ulug owns La 
Cucina, a Mediterranean 
cafe and tapas bar on 
Holton Road, popular 
with shoppers and local 
office workers. 

Mr Ulug, whose 
business is on the comer 
of Regent Street, told 
The GEM: “We have a 
traffic warden who is 
over-zealous and 

booking left, right and 
centre. 

“It isn’t about the 
smooth running of 
Holton Road, it’s about 
making money. 

“This is the sort of 
thing kills off local trade, 
and customers and shop- 
owners have been 
complaining about it. 

“People have gone 
into the local barbers for 
a £10 haircut and end up 
paying £45 because 
they’ve got a £35 ticket! 

“Why can’t the traffic 
warden pop his head into 
a business and ask: ‘Does 
this car belong to 
anyone?’ 


“Where’s the sense of 
community? Where is 
the grace? Why book 
someone immediately? 

“It’s like having a 
robot going around. It is 
relentless. The council 
took a big step forward 
by easing up loading 
bays in Holton Road for 
customer parking, but 
this takes us backwards.” 

Two of the bays still 
have a restriction for 
customer parking until 
10.30am to allow shops 
to unload goods. 

Mr Ulug received a 
ticket from the traffic 
warden recently. Last 
week, he was unloading 
supplies for La Cucina 
using one of the bays 
shortly after 9am. 

“I was unloading from 
my car and he said: ‘Why 
are you unloading? This 
is for lorries’.” 

Mr Ulug points out 
that not all businesses 
need a delivery via a 
lorry. 

He said: “The pity 
about all this is that it

detracts from serious 
issues, such as the need 
for a crossing on Holton 
Road near the junction of 
Thompson Street.” 

Coun Geoff Cox, Vale 
Council cabinet member 
for neighbourhood 
services and transport, 
said using ‘discretion’ 
was part of an 
enforcement officer’s 
job. 

He said: “Parking 
penalty charge notices 
are primarily imposed to 
minimise traffic 

problems not generate 
income. The surplus 
from these types of 
notices across the Vale 
for the entire last 
financial year amounted 
to just £455. 


“The council’s civil 
enforcement officers 
have a strong presence in 
Barry town centre 
because we understand 
how frustrating, 

inconsiderate and 

dangerous parking is for 
residents and businesses. 

“Enforcement officers 
tend to focus on areas 
that need the greatest 
improvement when it 
comes to parking 
compliance. 

“Their job is to 
identify illegal and 
irresponsible parking and 
in most instances, before 
issuing a ticket, they will 
use discretion and 
attempt to explain to the 
driver what they have 
done wrong. 

“In an attempt to avoid 
enforcement action by 
preventing the problem 
of illegal parking, the 
council has recently 
launched our ‘Park 
Tidy!’ campaign. 

“This aims to 
highlight the dangers of 
inappropriate parking, 


and encourage them to 
act in a more responsible 
and considerate manner. 

“There are guidelines 
on the council website 
explaining what is and is 
not acceptable when it 
comes to parking in the 
Vale and this information 
has been publicised 
through our social media 
channels.” 

Coun Cox added: 
“Parking provision has 
recently been increased 
on Holton Road, with 
some loading bays 
converted to two-hour 
parking zones. 

“Those wishing to stay 
longer can leave their 
cars on Wyndham Street 
or in the nearby multi¬ 
storey car park. 

“Other loading bays 
can now be used by the 
public after 10.30am, but 
there must be some 
provision for retailers to 
receive deliveries. 

“Traders were 

consulted on all of these 
changes and were fully 
supportive of the trial.”

A WOMAN found her knight in 
shining armour at Ogmore Castle, 
when a man stopped her car 
getting swept away by the fast¬ 
rising river. 

Tracey Gardiner said a stranger called 
Steve stepped in, as she and her children 
watched helplessly from the other side of 
the river when the waters threatened the

The drama unfolded one evening in late 
July. 

Tracey, who lives in the village of 
Llanmaes, told The GEM: “I parked my 
Nissan X-Trail in the car park next to the 
river. I walked my two children and two 
Labrador dogs across the stepping stones 
at Ogmore Castle, along with other 
families and couples out for a nice stroll. 

“We had only walked a short distance 
when we realised our dogs had dropped 
their ball somewhere, so I sent my son 
back to look for it. 

“Within seconds, my son came shouting 
for me to get back to the river, as the 
stepping stones had disappeared under a 
rapidly-incoming tide. Sure enough, he 
was right, and we had become stranded! 

“The river was rising very fast and as 
other people left quickly in their cars there 
was just my car and another small white 
car left. 

“Panic set in. I was standing there 
feeling very vulnerable with my two 
children, aged 10 and seven, looking at me 
to fix the problem.” 

But help was at hand thanks to a man 
who had parked his car up at Merthyr 
Mawr.

“Out of the blue, a gentleman said to 
me: ‘Give me your car key. My car is 
parked over the bridge. I can drive around 
and try and save your car but it might take 
15 minutes’.” 

Tracey said: “Without hesitation, I 
handed over my key to a stranger and as 
he was about to walk away he said: ‘My 
name is Steve. Let me give you my mobile 
number because I’m a stranger and you’re 
trusting me with your car key!’ 

“As he left, the minutes seemed to drag 
on as we watched the water rising up to 
the door of my car. My son started to cry 
and my daughter just gave up and sat in 
the mud.” 

But while Tracey was worried that her 
car was going to be swept down the river, 
other people were taking pictures of her 
predicament. 

“Throughout the ordeal, there were 
people with long lens cameras taking 
pictures of the cars in the water and of us 
in distress on the other side! I suppose to 
them this was all a joke - or maybe a way 
to make a few quid from selling the 
photos. 

“They didn’t know I had my dog leads, 
house keys, handbag and other important 
items in the car.” 

Then Steve appeared in the car park on 


“He turned up in his car and got out to 
try and get to my car, but the water was 
quite deep and black. 

“He reversed his car back up the narrow 
road and I thought he was going to leave, 
but he came walking down to the water 
with no shoes, socks or trousers! He 
waded through the water and got to my car 
and as he opened the door, the water 
rushed in. 

“Luckily, the car started and he 
managed to reverse it through the water 
and up to the road. I couldn’t believe it - 
this perfect stranger had saved my car. 

“He then had the courtesy to meet me 
with my car key and dog leads. We made 
it home safe and sound with no real harm 
done, just a bit of water in the footwell. 

“I don't know how I can ever repay this 
man’s kindness. It shows that there are 
some good people out there. 

“Unfortunately, the other white car was 
not able to be saved in time and was under 
water. It shocked me that the tide came in 
so quick. Perhaps it’s about time cars were 
banned from parking by the river, or at 
least there were some warning signs at the 
gateway.” 

Tracey said that she wanted to publicly 
thank Steve for his kindness. 

“Steve was a hero to my family that 
day. He didn’t know me and he didn’t 
have to help us but he did, and I am 
forever grateful. I’d like to say to him: 
‘Thank you from Tracey and the Gardiner 
family’.” 

Tracey is now hoping for some warm 
weather so the car can dry out. 


Probus club keeps 
an open mind... 


ON August 1, retired 
neurosurgeon Brian Simpson 
spoke to members of Dinas 
Powys Probus club about the 
history and various facets of 
neurosurgery. 

After qualifying in general medicine 
and surgery, Brian spent a further eight 
years in specialist training in 
neurosurgery. He moved to Dinas 
Powys in 1988 as a consultant. He has 
a particular interest in correcting 
abnormal brain activity, including the 
use of electronic implants. 

Neurosurgery goes back to 
Neolithic times, skulls of ancient man 
have been found which show signs of 
deliberate damage to access the brain 
which in many cases have closed up, 
indicating that the patient survived. 

Leaders in neurosurgery include Sir 
William Mace wen (1848-1924) who 
carried out successful surgery in 1879, 
and later Harvey Cushing, an 
American who is regarded as the father 
of modem neurosurgery. 

A major part of a surgeon’s work is 
dealing with brain damage caused by 
trauma. Such damage can be either by 
violent acceleration and deceleration 
when the head is moving, for example 
in a road crash, or by direct impact 
while stationary. 

Brian gave an example of the latter 
when called upon to remove a nail 
which had penetrated into a man’s 
brain. The operation was a success, but 
for some unknown reason, the patient 
later probed into his own brain with a 
straightened wire coat hanger; he 
survived! 

Psychosurgery is occasionally still 
used in attempting to correct abnormal 
brain activity that is causing mental 
discordance. Lirst performed around 
1935 and centred around the frontal 
lobes of the brain, all without 
psychiatric drugs at that time, it 


sometimes caused appalling damage 
and lasting injury to the patient. 

In 1947, the search for better 
procedures with the need for a means 
of operating with extreme accuracy 
began. Ernest Spiegel was a leader in 
this field, known as stereotactic 
surgery, which is minimally invasive. 
A metal frame is fitted to the head and 
three dimensional co-ordination by 
imaging techniques allows for the 
extremely accurate location of the 
defect, which can then be ameliorated 
by electrodes, which can be 
permanently implanted. 

Lobotomy and other invasive 
operations were not universally 
accepted and still today, some doubts 
and prejudices remain. The use of MRI 
scanning equipment has helped to 
increase the surgeon’s ability to 
resolve brain defects. Such technical 
equipment can show the surgeon the 
pathways of nerves with a high degree 
of certainty, but as Brian pointed out, 
even with extensive training and 
experience, unfortunately mistakes can 
occasionally occur. 

Between 1993 and 2008, Cardiff 
was one of two UK centres for work to 
combat severe long-term depression, 
categorised as NMD, neurosurgery for 
mental disorder. 

Lorty five patients were classified as 
experiencing depression to a very 
severe level; 78 per cent responded 
positively to the surgery including 42 
per cent who were considered to be 
completely cured. 

Brian pointed out that the patient’s 
interest always comes first and that a 
degree of bravery, in both patient and 
surgeon, is necessary to carry out a 
difficult or risky operation. 

The current climate of litigation and 
blame may discourage action which 
might, if carried out, be to the patient’s 
benefit. CR

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VALE HP’s VIEWPOINT 

Lessons must be learnt 
from blood scandal... 


L IKE residents 
throughout the 
Vale of 

Glamorgan, I was 
appalled to learn of the 
contaminated blood 
transfusions which took 
place in the 1970s and 
80s across the UK. 

The consequences, 
including the contraction of 
Hepatitis C and HIV by 
many of those affected, 
caused unnecessary suffering 
and the tragic loss of at least 
2,400 lives. This simply 
should not have happened, 
and must never be allowed to 
happen again. 

While financial support 
has been provided for the 
past 25 years, more needs to 
be done to ensure that justice 
is achieved for those who 
suffered the dreadful impact 
of infected blood products. 

Further, the victims 
deserve the answers to the 
questions that they have 
been asking over the last two 
decades: how was this able to 
happen, and how will we 
ensure that this tragedy is 
never repeated? 

Many of you have 
understandably contacted 
me in recent weeks with 
these same questions, and I 
feel it appropriate to share 
with you my strong support 
for a UK-wide inquiry into

these incidents of 
contaminated blood 
transfusions. 

The Prime Minister has 
announced that a fully 
independent inquiry will be 
established, so that the 
causes of the tragedy can be 
fully understood. Ministers 
in the Department of Health 
have been clear that before it 
is established, it is necessary 
that all those affected, 
including those in Wales, are 
given an opportunity to have 


their thoughts and opinions 
heard, in order that the 
scope and format of the 
inquiry is sufficiently 
thorough and suitable from 
the outset. 

Whilst money cannot 
bring back those who lost 
their lives or return 
survivors to full health, 
meaningful support for those 
affected is vital. This 
includes not only the 
individual victims of the 
contamination, but also their 
families and the bereaved. 

Since 1988, there have 
been five schemes to provide 
financial and other support, 
with the UK Government 
recently committing to a 
further £100 million to be 
provided by 2020. 

I, along with many 
campaigners, welcome 
amendments to the scheme, 
which will provide an 
additional valuable form of 
support for all beneficiaries 
and their families in the most 
transparent, balanced and 
fair way.

Apology, after Mayor’s car 
is parked in disabled bay 


A BARRY resident, 
who has a disabled 
son, says he was 

“disappointed” to 
arrive in the Tesco 
Express car park in 
Cadoxton, Barry, to 
find a disabled 
space had been 
taken by the Vale 
Mayor’s car. 

The incident took 
place on Monday 
morning, August 7 and 
the following day, Steve 
Durbin told The GEM he 
had accepted an apology 
from the Vale Council 
and considered the 
matter closed. 

Mr Durbin had drawn 
the council’s attention to 
it on Facebook. 

He said: “Vale of 
Glamorgan Mayoral car 
parked in disabled space 
at Tesco Express - so I, 
with disabled son in car, 
could not use it. No 
badge, only driver 
present. 

“Set an example 
please, Vale Council! 
Yes, there was plenty of 
space in the car park.” 

Mr Durbin added an 
update: “Vale of 

Glamorgan have 

formally apologised and 
promised to investigate.” 

He told The GEM he 
realises that it was a 
private car park and there 
had been no breach of 
law, but stressed it was 
discourteous to take that 
space, when there may 



have been someone who 
was in real need of it. 

A council 

spokesperson thanked 
Mr Durbin for bringing it 
to the council’s attention. 

He told The GEM: 
“The council was made 
aware of this incident on 
Monday morning, and 
immediately launched an 
investigation to establish 
the circumstances 
surrounding it. 

“We have also offered 
a sincere apology to Mr 
Durbin. 

“The unauthorised 
parking in disabled bays 
is completely 

unacceptable and a 
matter the council takes 
extremely seriously. 

“This is why an 
immediate investigation 
has been launched.”

and vets and vet nurses 
advising RNLI 
volunteers on how best 
to handle pets they have 
rescued. 

“More than 200 
walkers have died since 
2011 around our coast, 
many when walking 
their dog and our annual 
Respect the Water 
drowning prevention 
campaign helps us to 
focus on advising 
people to give water the 
healthy respect it 
deserves,” added Helen 

“A key message we’ll 
be working on with 
Vets4Pets, is to convey 
to pet owners that we 
would not encourage 
people to enter water to 
save pets. More often 
than not, the person 
themselves can get into 
danger, further 
escalating the jeopardy 
and the need for a 
rescue. 

“Instead, people 
should call the 
Coastguard on 112 or 
999 when at coastal 
locations or 112 or 999 
and ask for the Fire and 
Rescue service when at 
any inland waterside 
location.

‘Good management’ 
avoids disappointed 
young footballers 


AUGUST is an 
exciting month for 
local youngsters 
who are looking 
forward to the 
new football 
season. 

Squads are 
assembled, training 
starts and friendly 
football matches are 
arranged. 

But we live in an 
ultra-competitive world, 
and sometimes players 
can move from one club 
to another, even in 
junior football. 

Sometimes 

youngsters miss out on 
playing for a particular 
team because they don’t 
meet the playing 
standard, or the number 
of youngsters exceeds 
the total allowed in a 
squad. 

It can lead to 
disappointed players 
and angry parents. 

Lee Saunders is well 
placed to address some 
of these issues. 

He has been involved 
in local football for 26 
years. Lee is an 
administrator in local 
mini-football and is also 
a coach with AFC 
Wolves, who play in the 
Barry and District 
League.

He said: “Mini 
football is not so much 
about competition. It is 
all about participation - 
playing, playing, 
playing. Football then 
gets competitive at 
junior level.” 

Junior football 
comprises teams from 
under 12s to under 16s. 

Squads of up to 20 
youngsters can be 
accommodated. A 
‘match day squad’ is 16 
players, and with five 
substitutions allowed, it 
means all the match day 
players might get a 
game. 

Lee said 

communicating with the 
parents was essential. 

“We create a family 
atmosphere - that 
includes the players and 
the parents. 

“This season we’ve 
got a squad of 19 
players. I’ve explained 
to the parents that there 
is a maximum of 16 
players in a match day 
squad. 


“We will be rotating 
players from the full 
squad to make sure all 
of the lads get a fair 
crack of the whip.” 

Over the years, Lee 
has worked with the 
same players, and 
avoided a big turnover 
with lots of players 
leaving and new ones 
arriving. From time to 
time he loses players to 
other sporting fixtures, 


such as a rugby match, 
and that’s where a 
squad of up to 20 
players is a help. 

He said: “The last 
thing you want is to be 
left with a squad of just 
11 .” 

If things are well 
managed on a long-term 
basis, Lee believes it 
can avoid youngsters 
being disappointed 
because they’ve missed 
out on either playing or 
a club’s full squad for 
the season.

‘Full investigation 
required into health 
board contracts’ 


“THE scandal into 
the awarding of 
potentially unlawful 
contracts by 
Cardiff and Vale 
University Health 
Board must not be 
brushed under the 
carpet,” South 
Wales Central AM 
Andrew RT Davies 
has said. 

Mr Davies made the 
comments after raising 
the issue at First 
Minister’s Questions, 
claiming that health 
board staff and users 
would have little 
confidence in Carwyn 
Jones’ response. 

The health board paid 
consultants £1,000 a day, 
plus expenses, a decision 
criticised for “numerous 
and significant failings” 
by the Auditor General 
for Wales. 

The news emerged on 
the same day that over 
70 doctors and nurses 
were ordered to pay 
£68,000 in parking fines 
at the University 
Hospital of Wales. 

Mr Davies said: “This 
is one of the most 
damning reports I have 
seen in my 10 years as 
an Assembly Member - 
and with the health 
board in special 
measures there are 
clearly questions for the 
Welsh Government to 
answer. 

“Carwyn Jones 
attempted to deflect 


blame - saying the 
questions were for the 
Health Board to answer 
- but this is not good 
enough. 

In response to The 
GEM, a Welsh 
Government 
spokesperson said: “The 
Chief Executive of the 
NHS in Wales has 
written to all health 
boards seeking urgent 
assurance that good 
governance 

arrangements in relation 
to procurement and 
recruitment are in place 
across Wales.” 

Mr Davies continued: 
“[Carwyn Jones] had to 
be pressed into saying he 
had confidence in the 
Health Board chair, and 
his lack of knowledge 
into its recruitment 
practices is deeply 
worrying. 

“This suggests the 
Welsh Government are 
not willing to take 
action, but staff and 
patients will not put up 
with this being swept 
under the carpet - 
especially when 
astronomical parking 
fines have been issued 
on health board sites. 

“It is quite clear a full 
and proper investigation 
is needed to get to the 
bottom of why a 
£150,000 contract was 
awarded without so 
much as an interview 
and hold those 
responsible to account. 
Doing nothing will not 
wash.”

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Valerian is visually stunning and 
ambitious, but narratively leggy 


L UC BESSON has been one of 

cinema’s most exciting voices since 
breaking through in the late 1980s. 

Having flitted from directing intimate works 
with big budget spectacles, Besson may have a 
somewhat hit and miss strike rate, but his films are 
always indelibly his own. 

His latest film sees him tackle the comic book 
series Valerian and Laureline with Valerian and 
The City of a Thousand Planets. Starring Dane 
DeHaan and Cara Delevingne, who play the titular 
characters, when a unknown energy force threatens 
the Alpha (the titular city made up of a thousand 
ships) the pair must try and track down who and 
what is causing the mysterious force and stop them 
before it engulfs Alpha...

to The Fifth Element , his highly 
divisive sci-fi film that saw Bruce 
Willis play a future-set taxi driver and 
Gary Oldman with a haircut to end all 
haircuts. That film was cinematic 
Marmite and, 20 years later, you can 
imagine Valerian may well find itself 
in similar territory, a film that is both 
sublime yet also ridiculous. 

It is Besson at his most visually 
ambitious, but equally at his most 
narratively clunky; the plot is a thin 
one that doesn’t need a 137-minute 
running time that sometimes feels like 
Besson is overly-indulging in his love 
for these characters. 

Yet visually, the film is stunning, 
brightly coloured sets, clever gags on 
the way humanity (and alien life) has 
involved over the course of centuries 
and some highly satisfying set-pieces 
that come with Besson’s trademark 
visual elan. 

This is a director enjoying his 
subject matter and his ability to create 
endless new worlds and situations, and 
you can see how deeply his thought 
process has gone with some very 
interesting little touches that are 
gorgeously realised. 

He has a strong, if uneven, central pairing in 
Dane DeHaan and Cara Delevingne as the agents 
tasked with solving the mystery; they share a keen 


spark and satisfying chemistry, but 
Delevingne is the more impressive of 
the two. 

Given that Besson is renowned for 
his strong female characters, it’s not 
surprising that Laureline (despite her 
lack of an appearance in the title) is the 
dominant character, industrious, smart 
and not afraid to get involved in the 
fisticuffs, and Delevingne makes for an 
impressive turn. 

DeHaan isn’t by any means poor, but 
he feels a little less convincing as the 
suave, ice-cool Valerian and there are 
times when he doesn’t quite have the 
personality to carry the role. 

With pleasing turns from the likes of 
Clive Owen, Rihanna and Ethan Hawke 
bringing colour to the background, it’s a 
likeable enough affair, but the story is 
where the film’s main fault lies. 

After an overly long set-up to 
introduce the characters (prefaced by a 
zingy and witty telling of how Alpha 
came to be so gigantic), the actual plot 
is both overly simple and predictable, 
yet Besson wrings out nearly two 
hours devoted to the solving of the 
mystery. 

It’s overly long and the subplot of 
Valerian trying to convince Laureline of his 
affections and asking for her hand in marriage 
doesn’t land with enough conviction to truly

What helps is the universe that Besson has 
created for the film, every frame crammed full 
with different aliens and life forms, which keeps 
you watching, but he either needed a more 
complex plot for the running time, or a shorter 
running time with the existing plot for it to wholly 
succeed. 

It’s not that Valerian... is a bad film; far from 
it - more adventures of the pair would be hugely 
welcome if it means Besson spending more time 
behind the camera, rather than shepherding 
countless films and TV shows as a producer, but 
it’s a little too uneven for it to be an undoubted 


success. As it is, it’s a wildly diverting and 
pleasing effort. 

VERDIC: A gorgeously-shot blockbuster that is 
lacking somewhat in the story department, 

Valerian and The City of a Thousand Planets is 
still an enjoyable film, with solid turns from the 
cast and Luc Besson at his visually most inventive. 
Tighter plotting would have made the film even

Poppy Weeping Window 
on show in Cardiff Bay 


A poppy sculpture entitled Weeping 
Window , by artist Paul Cummins and 
designer Tom Piper, is now open outside 
the Senedd in Cardiff, as part of the UK¬ 
wide tour of the poppies organised by 14- 
18 NOW, the UK’s arts programme for 
the First World War centenary. 

The Weeping Window sculpture, made up of 
thousands of ceramic poppies, will be on display 
until September 24. 

It forms part of Wales’ programme of events 
marking the centenary of the First World War, which 
takes place across the country. 

The Weeping Window exhibition will coincide 
with the centenary of the Battle of Passchendaele, 
which took the lives of many Welshmen, including 
Bardic poet Hedd Wyn. 

Weeping Window is one of two sculptures taken 
from the installation Blood Swept Lands and Seas of 
Red - poppies and original concept by artist Paul 
Cummins and installation designed by Tom Piper. 

The installation was originally at HM Tower of 
London in 2014, where 888,246 poppies were 


displayed, one for every British or Empire life lost at 
the Front during the First World War. 

The installation was by Paul Cummins Ceramics 
Limited, in conjunction with Historic Royal Palaces. 

Weeping Window is the cascade of poppies that 
was seen pouring out of a high window down to the 
grass below. 

For the first time, visitors will be able to view the 
sculpture from all sides, including behind, through 
the Senedd’s floor to ceiling windows. 

In addition, on Thursday evenings this month, the 
Senedd will be open until 8pm, for visitors to see the 
sculpture as the light changes, and the Senedd cafe 
will be open for longer to accommodate this. 

Since the tour of Wave and Weeping Window 
began, the sculptures have been seen by over 2.7 
million people. 

Following the presentation in Cardiff, Weeping 
Window will be at Ulster Museum in Belfast from 
October 14 to December 3. Wave will be on display 
at CWGC Plymouth Naval Memorial from August 23 
to November 19.

“UK farming makes a 
significant contribution in terms 
of jobs and revenue to the UK 


economy, to ensure that our 
industry can capitalise on future 
opportunities and continue to 
grow we have set out a number of 
key issues that the UK 
Government must address to 
manage our transition out of the 
EU.

What price 
the 'circular 
economy’? 


W HAT do 
the EU, 

Government, Welsh 
Government, local 
authorities and 
global business 
(including Aviva) 
have in common? 

They are all signed up 
in various statements of 
intent to become carbon 
neutral and introduce a 
circular economy. 

On July 5, the Cabinet 
Secretary for 
Environment and Rural 
Affairs, Lesley Griffiths, 
spoke of her ambition 
for the Welsh public 
sector to be carbon 
neutral by 2030. 

This statement is 
worth reading; it says 
that the public sector has 
identified ways of 
reducing emissions by 
27 per cent, leading the 
way in UK recycling, 
reducing costs by 5 per 
cent and that - “ Wales is 
in the forefront of global 
action on climate 
change” and 
“introducing ground¬ 
breaking /egislation of 
the Wellbeing of Future 
Generations Act”. 

The Welsh 
Government 
commissioned a report 
in 2013 from the Ellen 
Mac Arthur Foundation 
into the benefits of a 
circular economy for 
Wales. 

The report stated that 
put fully in place, there 
could be material cost 
savings of up to £2 
billion per annum and 


through extra economic 
activity, the creation of 
30,000 jobs. 

The latest investment 
in 2017 is £6.5 million 
and rising to £70 million 
over the next few years. 

Reading the 
statement, it might be 
construed that for all the 
rhetoric, our 
Government is 
outsourcing its waste, 
and its responsibility, to 
the private sector - by 
allowing incineration at 
various sites in Wales, 
including Barry - 
thereby not including the 
wider society in their 
high-flown aims of 
carbon neutrality, better 
air, job creation and a 
healthier future. 

But Government will 
tick environmental boxes 
at the expense of us all. 

The latest statement 
from NRW says only 
clean wood will be 
incinerated, but after 
many submissions, 
Biomass 2 admit in their 
latest version that mixed 
and contaminated wood 
will be burned if a 
licence is granted. 

Given the scant regard 
for the future 
generations of Wales 
shown by our leaders, it 
is no shock that a 
polluting incinerator has 
been sited just a few 
metres from the centre 
of Barry.

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No Coastal Communities 
funding for the Vale 


NO organisations or projects in the Vale 
of Glamorgan received money in the latest 
round of the Coastal Communities Fund, 
it has emerged. 

South Wales Central AM Andrew RT Davies 
visited Barry Community Water Activity Centre last 
week, where he met with Philip Walters and 
chairman Chris Basten. 

They raised concerns that they had not had an 
opportunity to secure funding from the scheme and 
Mr Davies submitted two written questions to 
cabinet secretary for communities and children, Carl 
Sargeant. 

Mr Davies asked when the next round of funding 
would become available, and how organisations 


could apply. He also asked how many groups in the 
Vale had benefitted from the scheme. 

The funding was introduced by the Welsh and UK 
Governments, but is administered by the Welsh 
Government and the Big Lottery Fund, which this 
week announced £4 million worth of grants for 
coastal communities across Wales. 

None of these was in the Vale. 

Mr Davies said: “It was great to visit Barry 
Community Water Activity Centre when concerns 
were raised regarding Coastal Communities 
Funding. I put some questions to the cabinet 
secretary, but I’m still waiting on a response, I was 
disappointed to hear the announcement that no 
organisations from the Vale were included.” 


‘Clean bill 

THE Vale Council has 
received further positive 
feedback from the Wales 
Audit Office (WAO) in its 
Annual Improvement 
Report on the authority 
for 2016/17. 

The report brings together the 
conclusions of several inspections 
carried out during the year and 
gives the council a clean bill of 
health across a number of aspects 
of its performance. 

The most recent report, which 
assessed how the council manages 
major service changes, concluded 


of health’ for council 


that the council “has a clear 
corporate framework for 
determining and delivering 
service changes and effective 
arrangements to support delivery.” 

It praised the council’s 
Reshaping Services programme, 
which it said enabled changes to 
be managed effectively, and 
pointed to effective working 
between cabinet and senior 
managers, recognising the range 
of staff engagement and training 
that is carried out. 

The Annual Improvement 
Report also gives an update on the 
WAO’s Corporate Assessment 
report, released in August 2016, 


which evaluated the authority’s 
capacity to deliver continuous 
improvement. That report 
concluded the Vale Council had “a 
clear vision of what it wants to 
achieve and is making positive 
changes which should ensure it is 
well placed to continue securing 
improvement”. 

Areas that were complimented 
included the clear vision of the

PROPERTY MARKET ‘BOUNCING 
BACK SINCE GENERAL ELECTION’ 


ACTIVITY in the property market across the 
UK is rising steadily after a brief slowdown was 
reported in the run-up to the general election. 

New figures from NAEA Propertymark show estate 
agents are busier, with the average number of sales 
agreed per branch up from 10 in May to 11 in June. 
There was also a 10 per cent surge in the number of 
house hunters registered with each branch, up to 384 in 
June. 

The proportion of sales made to first-time buyers 
also increased, reaching 30 per cent in June. This is the 
highest it has been in any month since January and an 
indicator of the growing opportunities available to first¬ 
time buyers in the current market. 

Kevin Shaw, national sales director at property 
specialist Leaders, said: “The statistics and our own 
evidence suggest the market has bounced back since 
the general election and is now on a firm upward 
trajectory. 

“It is common for major political events - such as an 
election - to cause a downturn in activity as sellers and 
buyers wait for the outcome. But with any uncertainty 
now in the past, more people are on the lookout for 
their next home and more sales are being agreed and 
completed. 

“Of course, a busy June is no surprise as the summer 
months are exceptionally popular with home movers, 
but the fact the number of registered buyers was 16 per 
cent higher this June than in June 2016 underlines the 
fundamental strength of the market right now.” 

Recent figures from the Office for National Statistics 
revealed there was a 4.7 per cent increase in house 
prices across the UK in the year to May, as demand for 
property continues to outstrip supply.
